The amendment is necessary to 
reflect procedural changes resulting from the merger.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: The Central Intelligence 
Agency Information Review Committee was established 


pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act and Section 


composed of senior officers and is headed by a Chairman 
who is appointed by the Director of Central Intelligence. 
The Committee may, by majority vote, delegate to one 

or more of its members the authority to act on any 

appeal and may authorize the chairman to delegate 

such authority. With the merger of the Directorate 

of Intelligence with the office of the Deputy to the 
Director of Central Intelligence for National Intelligence 
Officers, there was established the National Foreign 
Assessment Center. Therefore, it is proposed that 

the Deputy Director of the National Foreign Assessment 
Center become a member of the Central Intelligence

discontinued, 
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In consideration of the foregoing, it is proposed 
to amend 32 CFR Part 1900 as follows: 

In Section 1900.51, paragraph (a) is amended by 
revising the second sentence to read as follows: 
"The Committee shall be composed of the Deputy 
Director for Administration, the Deputy Director 
for Operations, the Deputy Director for Science and 
Technology, the Deputy to the Director of Central 
Intelligence for the Intelligence Community and the 
Deputy Director of the National Foreign Assessment 
Center." 

This amendment is proposed under the authority 
of Section 102 of the National Security Act of 1947, 
as amended (50 U.S.C. 403), the Central Intelligence 
Agency Act of 1949, as amended (50 U.S.C. 403a et 
seq.), Executive Order 11652, as amended (3 CFR 
revised as of January 1, 1974, p. 339), the Freedom 
of Information Act, as amended (5 U.S.C. 552), and the 
Federal Records Management Amendments of 1976 (Sec. 4, 
Pub.
